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Editorial Comment 

Following his election as presi- 
dent of the Lower Morion board 
of commissioners Monday night. 
Julius Zieiret discussed various 
problems confronting the board 
in a talk which wound up with 
these words: "Problems of govern- 
ment cannot be solved by the 
bally-hoo of press agents, by well 
intentioned, but impractical spend- 
thrifts, or by demogogic appeal to 
mob or class hatreds. They can 
only be solved by hard, realistic 
thinking by honest and sensible 
men and women.'"

Some interesting figures have 
been unearthed by the Home Rule 
Committee in Narberth which is 
opposing the merger of the Mor- 
on jrh with the township. They 
tend to show that assessments in 
the township are higher than in 
Narberth, with the result that 
Lower Morion taxpayers pay more 
in proportion to their assessments 
than do Narberth taxpayers. The 
figures used are from a book 
called "Taxation of Real Property 
in Pennsylvania'* by Edward H. 
Logan, of the department of politi- 
cal science at the University of 
Pennsylvania and budget, secretary 
during ]!):{4 of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. The percentage 
of average assessment to average 
sale price for properties in Nar- 
berth during l!i:$:S-:U was given as 
42.41. while the same factor for 
Lower Morion was cited as ST.iU. 
The inference is that the assess- 
ment of properties in the township 
is based upon 87.111 per cent of 
their real value, while the assess- 
ment of properties in Narberth is 
based on 42.41 per cent of their 
real value. It is obvious thai a 
comparison of lax rates which does 
not take the assessment base into 
consideration shows but half the 
picture. High assessments with a 
low tax rate may mean that; a tax- 
payer nays more taxes proportion- 
ately than a neighbor in another 
municipality whose tax rate is 
higher, but where the assessment 
base is lower. This data on assess- 
ments is indicative of the solid re- 
search which the Home Rule Com- 
mittee is doing on (lie merger 
question. 

Monday which saw the inaugu 
ration of county officials at Norris 
town, also marked the beginning 
of greater representation for the 
Main Line in conduct of the Mont 
gomery County government. In 
stead of one row office holder the 
section now claims three. A large 
share of representation for the 
Main Line is deserved because < 
the big proportion of county taxes 
paid by Lower Morion and Nar- 
berth and the solid political 
strength this section produces.

That residents of the Main Line 
are becoming conscious of the need 
of planning as applied to business 
sections as well as residential dis- 
tricts was indicated in Penn 
"Wynne during the past week.

Plans called for its erec- 
tion on the established building 
lino. Residents, becoming informed 
of the situation, saw that construc- 
tion of the store there would pre- 
vent the widening of Manoa road 
which will be necessary as Penn 
Wynne and Overbrook Hills grow.

The "Extra-Curriculars" 

of Local Self-Government 



To the Editor of OUR Town: 

The tangible expression of the in- 
tangible, always looked for when 
students seek motives for human ac- 
tivities, as has been said before, can 
quite intelligently be submitted as a 
very substantial premise in the 
furthered discussion of this merger 
madness, but, of course, no accept- 
ance of the factor can lie expected 
except where there is evidence of 
normal behavior and when there is 
an entire unanimity that two and 
two invariably make four. 

Happily, the community has never 
lost its repute for clear thinking, 
despite the bewildering petition 
which is now in court, and about 
which the lawyers will have plenty 
to say when the time comes, without 
a doubt. 

In the meantime, let us sketchily 
review several things which are uni- 
que to the borough and which have 
only come to pass, it is asserted, be- 
cause of the intensive civic interest 
and accountability which are pro- 
duced as fruits of the boon of local 
sovereignty, on the score that every 
privilege begets a concomitant duty 
which calls for an inspiring pride 
in its fulfillment, both in the lives 
of individuals and communities. 

* * * 

We see a borough ball team and 
we have for many years. It is al- 
ways a leader in its league and a 
credit to the town whose banner it 
flies. Our people thought enough of 
it to make an outright gift of $500 
to the club last summer. Now, look 
around and what do you see of the 
same ilk in the Township? Has 
Bala-Cynwyd a ball team? It has 
not. Has Ardmore? It has not. Has 
Bryn Mawr? It has not. Do the 
citizens of the Township like base- 
ball? They do. Did God make 
them any different from us? He 
did not. What, then, can the matter 
be? Only that the people of the 
Township live under dreary and 
spiritless local circumstances, with 
no definite 'incentive to provide the 
•'extra-curriculars'' which so skil- 
fully animate American procedure 
and make it additionally attractive, 
for when a thing is different in its 

base it is different in its strength. 

* * * 

Following the banking collapse 
the national authorities were more 
than zero-rigid in issuing charters 
for new institutions, as there first 
had to be demonstrated a real need 
for the proposed bank and the locale 
which was indicated for it was a 
matter of the closest scrutiny. There 
will be many who will remember the 
thorough investigation by govern- 
ment agents which preceded the 
opening of our bank and the neces- 
sary approval can be regarded prop^ 
erly as a high and valuable tribute 
to our community standing and sol- 
idarity. Prudence precludes the 
more definite statement which would 
make that conclusion unmistakably 
clear. At any rate, a very special 
bounty was accorded our situation 
and the required permission was 
granted freely. 

Look about you in the township 
for a similar achievement and you 
will not find it, which may moan a 
lot or possibly nothing at all, but 
take this man's word for it that our 
own exceedingly useful bank was 
only created because those with the 
official veto were impressed strongly 
that we were the kind of agressive 
place of permanence and possibilities 
which should not be denied and 
neither were we. 

Forthwith, the town-at-large ral- 
lied to the support of its new bank, 
as it always does with things of its 
own, until at the present time, less 



than two years after starting, it is 
on a profit basis, with several thou- 
sand accounts, which indicates our 
Borough of 1,500 households knows 
its way around and that it has a 
sparkling ability to make good on 
everything it essays, another tangible 
expression of the intangible which 

nobody can gainsay. 

* * * 

"The finest civic improvement 
along the Pennsylvania System," 
was the way General W. W. Atter- 
bury, who died recently, described 
our Borough Playground, and we 
are wondering whether these new- 
comers whose names so besprinkle 
the merger petition are aware that 
this excellent facility came to pass 
only by reason of a community view- 
point which is so radically different 
from their own as regards money 
expenditures. We mean to say that 
this superb 8-acre field is a town 
prize and a cherished possession be- 
cause citizens of very moderate cir- 
cumstances went down in their own 
jeans for several thousands of dol- 
lars to assure it, and this money 
was never returned to them when 
the Borough took title, as they were 
very happy to donate it in view of 
the splendid neighborhood service 
which it could provide. We also say 
that if we had been in the township 
there would have been no local play- 
ground, as, first of all, the only plot 
available would have been long since 
gobbled up for private purposes and 
neither has the township ever been 
noted for this kind of social enter- 
prise. At the present time the sub- 
ject is stirring them a bit (after 
sleeping for a generation), but as it 
now stands they only have four- 
tenths of a recreational acre per 
1,000 population, while Narberth 
has nearly one and three-quarters 
acres per 1,000 population, just 
about the same ratio as is the case 
with the civic spirit which exists in 
the respective places. 

It should also be asked if the 
merger leaders have ever pointed 
out, as they sought their signatures, 
that if we were so unfortunate as to 
lose our borough authority that our 
playficld would perforce be thrown 
open to all elements of the township 
population, and, whilst we are not 
personally persnickety, we rather 
imagine some of our fond parents 
would not find the environment as 
helpful to their progeny as is the 
case when we can confine it to our 
own people exclusively and cauca- 
sionly, with all non-inhabitants 
strictly out, under the law. And 

isn't that so, Solicitor Frye? 

* * * 

And, again addressing the new- 
comers, are you aware that the sub- 
stantial structure on the playground 
is also a private gift, exceeding $30,- 
000, induced by Noel Butler (who 
is against the merger of course, as 
would be natural) and who should 
some day tell how it came about and 
how the money could have been di- 
verted to other causes, if there bad 
not been a highly favorably estimate 
of Narberth as a self-sustained unit; 
of earnest citizens and as a com- 
munity which could and would make 
constructive use of its opportunities. 
Mr. Butler's present indignation at 
the effort to turn everything we have 
over to the township is a fair index 
of where his influence would have 
been, bad we not been what we were 
and the same indignation should be 
shared by everyone who gives any

Held From Son's Home 

in Borough 

RESIDENT FOR 50 YEARS 

Funeral services for Charles B. 
Aldred, pioneer Bala-Cynwyd business 
man, were held at 2 P. M. Saturday at 
the home of his son, Warren M. 
Aldred, 107 Sabine avenue, Narberth. 
They were conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
Franklin Duncombe, pastor of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Methodist Church. In- 
terment was made in Westminster 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Aldred, who was 64, died sud- 
denly following a heart attack Janu- 
ary 1 at the home of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Clara Aldred, Gulph Mills. 

He had been a resident of the Main 
Line for nearly half a century and 
conducted a food store at Bala and 
Union avenues, Bala-Cynwyd, until 
March 1, 1900, when Slaymaker's 
store, now the Bala Market, opened in 
competition across the street. The 
Aldred store was later occupied by the 
first Bell telephone exchange in Cyn- 
wyd, and the other half of the build- 
ing was the first headquarters of L. 
Stanley King, whose pharmacy is now 
at the Cynwyd station. 

After leaving Union avenue Mr. 
Aldred worked for some time for Jos- 
eph M. Thomas, at Merionville, now 
called the Cynwyd Corners, Montgom- 
ery pike and Levering Mill road, 
where a chain store now holds forth. 
Upon Mr. Thomas' death Mr. Aldred 
became proprietor of the store and 
conducted it for many years until the 
depression under the name of the 
Cynwyd Market. 

He was active in community and 
church affairs and sang in the Bala- 
Cynwyd Community Choral. He was 
a member of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club and of Cassia 
Lodge, No. 273, F. and A. M. 

Mis wife, Margaret Butler Aldred, 
died several years ago. Surviving are 
his son, Warren, who conducts a gro- 
cery business in Narberth; brothers 
Edward, Drexel Hill, and Harry, 
Lansdowne, and sisters Mrs. John

The annual report of Dr. Grim, 
which was made public this week, 
shows that tile average sanitary 
grade of milk samples analyzed dur- 
ing 1035 was 02 per cent. This shows 
a maintained improvement in milk 
from year to year. In 1028 the aver- 
age sanitary grade was 83 per cent; 
in 1020, 00 per cent; in 1030, 01 per 
cent; in 1031, 00 per cent; in 1032, 
01 per cent; in 1033, 02 per cent, and 
in 1034, 01 per cent. 

The average bacteria count was 
2-1,01-1 in 1035 as compared to 17,G10 
in 1034. Aside from last year's count 
the bacteria average was lower than 
any of the preceding years. 

Ten prosecutions for violations ofj 
the various provisions of the milk 
regulations were brought during the 
year. Six of the ten prosecutions 
were for the sale of milk containing 
visible dirt; two for misbranding;
